has been opposed to declaring Ger- 
many in default, in the fear that 
such action might have a disastrous 
effect on the already precarious state 
of German finance. 

France is considered to have scored 
an important point by reason of the 
fact that the decision of the commis- 
sion was artived at on a majority 
vote. France had been alone for a 
long time in the contention that Ger- 
many could be placed in voluntary de- 
fault by a simple majority vote. 
Italy's support of France in the bal- 
loting came as a surprise and as an 
indication that Premier Mussolini is 
swinging over to the Franch side in 
the reparations controversy. 

Germany has. carried out more than 
60 per cent of its schedule of wood | 
deliveries for this year. When the | 
German experts were before the com- 
mission. several weeks ago they An- 
nounced that Germany had been un- 
able to deliver more than she had 
and that the deliveries for 19235 must 
be greatly reduced. 

There was much comment tonight 
over the fact that Great Britain bad 
declined to vote in favor of declaring 
Germany in default, in view of the 
approaching meeting of the premiers. 
Although the deliveries of wood in 
themselves are of less importance 
than other matters connected with 
reparations, the French point out 
that today’s decision is of real value 
to France’s position on reparatiens, 
since it reverses the order of things 
and places Great Britain in an iso- 
lated position on the issue. 

Some of the French observers af- 
fected tonight to see in the vote an 
indication that France, Italy and 
’ Belgium may present a united front 
before Great Britain on the question 
of reparations at the coming meeting 
here of the premiers.

DR. McKOIN DENIES 
KNOWLEDGE OF MURDERS. 

Baltimore, Md., December 26.—Dr. 
McKoin, when seen today, denied 
knowledge of the killing of the two 
men. “All I know,” he declared, ‘‘is 
that both men who were killed were 
on the bad side—the side of boot- 
leggers, gunmen and men who kept 
negro concubines.” 

The discovery of Dr. McKoin here 
and his arrest came about by accident. 
Word was received here several days 
ago that Dr. McKoin was a student 
at Johns Hopkins, and department 
of justice agents sougat to question 
him. However, university officials 
denied McKoin was registered as a 
post-graduate and stated several let- 
ters had been received there for him, 
but, unable to locate him, the letters 
were turned over to the postoffice as 
“unknown.” 

Early today a policeman was found 
on the waterfront unconscious, He 
was removed to a hospital. When the 
hospital report reached police head- 
quarters, it was signed by Dr. Mce- 
Koin. It was then that newspaper- 
men went to the hospital and inter- 
viewed him. At thet time, the tele- 
gram from Governor Parker asking 
for his arrest had not been received. 
Dr. McKoin spoke freely and insisted 
he was not a fugitive and that he had 
made no attempt to conceal his iden- 
tity. 

r Feared Assassination. 

He stated that he has been in Balti- 
mgre since October 1, and had left

Dr. McKoin insisted he was not a

Dr. McKoin stated he had received 
threatening letters a long time be- 
fore hea left Mer Rouge and asked the 
eheriff to investigate, without suec- 
cess. “Just as I left the mayorship 
and the successful candidate went into 
office,” he continued, “gangs that 
paraded the streets fired shots around 
my house. I asked the sheriff to take 
matters in hand but nothing was 
done.”

A CHEERFUL OUTLOOK, 

Current . trade conditions are 
characterized by Bradstreet’s as 
being ‘fair to good.” 

This “fair to good” appraisal of 
the business situation, submitted 
the week before the holiday season, 
was qualified, however, with the 
observation that in both the whole- 
sale and the jobbing fields the pros- 
pects are brighter than they were 
in the closing days of 1921 and 
that “retail trade so far seems to 
have dwarfed that of a year ago in 
most cities.” 

Furthermore, as this reliable au- 
thority views the situation, the 
cheerfulness imparted by the fact of 
such encouraging reports from 
wholesalers, jobbers and retailers of 
merchandise the country over is 
augmented by equally gratifying 
conditions in our major basic indus- 
tries. 

Grain prices have reached the 
highest level of the year; security 
markets are inclined upward; iron, 
steel and copper quotations are in- 
dicative of a “return to normalcy” 
in those lines of industry. 

November building operations fell 
only a little short of those recorded 
for October; the automobile output 
established a record for November 
and brought the total number of 
sales for the eleven months of 1922 
to a number greater than that of 
any previous entire year, and the 
number of business failures during 
the week under review were fewer 
than those recorded during the hast 
previous week or in the correspond- 
ing week of last year.

Every reasonably human being 
should know what to do in certain 
emergencies, such as drowning acci- 
dents, suffocation by gas, electric 
shock (how to perform  Schafer’s 
easy method of artificial respiration), 
sunstroke, fainting and frostbite. Too 
often the victim is injured by dram- 
atic efforts when something might 


be done for him by any- Bystander | 


who is prepared. Preparedness is fine 
to talk about, but it is a sin and 
a shame that the great majority of 
supposedly intelligent adults can do 
nothing but gasp and yell ‘and get in 
the way when an emergency occurs. 
It would be better to faint right 
away and make room for some one 


who can help—a Buy Scout, for in- 
stance. A Boy Scout can teach the 
average bystander a number. of 
things it is valuable to know. 

Frostbite is pathologically identical 
with a burn. Like a burn, it occurs 
in three degrees—the first degree is 
a mere redness and irritation of the 
skin; the second degree is blistering; 
the third degree is destruction of skin 
and underlying tissues, gangrene, 
sloughing, and all the subsequent ef- 
fects seen in a deep burn. 

Is the nose, the cheek, the ear or 
other part frostbitten? If the color 
returns very slowly after the pres- 
sure of the finger is removed, yes. 
If the redness is accompanied by 
swelling, yes. If the redness is fol- 
lowed by a blanching or whitening of 
the part, yes. If numbness or. lack of 
sensation ensues upon. tingling and 
burning, yes, it is a case of frostbite. 

Chilblains is a mild form of frost- 
bite, characterized. chiefly by _ tingl- 
ing, aching, smarting, burning.- It is 
a frequently recurring first degree 
frostbite. 

If frostbite is severe, the blanching 


blueness or lividity and blistering of 
the skin. Healing is even more te- 
dious than after a burn of similar de- 
gree. If the frostbite is of the third 
degree the surface becomes “black 
and blue” or-marble like, there is no 
sensation or pain, and blisters cover 
the skin. This means gangrene—lo- 
cal death—and all the concomitants 
of that condition, sloughing, ulcera- 
tion, sepsis. 

The treatment for frostbite should 
he stimulation of the individual with 
hot coffee, and the application of gen- 
eral warmth—hot water bag, hot foot 
baths, ete. But for ordinary nips 
of the cheek, ear or nose, moderate 
massag@ with snow or cool water is 
sufficient, and this should be care- 
fully done to avoid blistering by 
frictiqgn. The rubbing and kneading 
should cense the instant a natural 
color returns fo the bitten skin. This 
usually oecurs after a few seconds of 
treatment. In ordinary frostbites ex- 
cessive rubbing will do more harm 
than the bite itself, for at the worst 
there is a mere peeling of cuticle as 
after a sunburn.

CITY PLANNING. 
In a recent issue of The Flushing 
Daily Times, published in the Bor- 
ough of Queens, New York, Charles 


U. Powell, chief engineer of the 
Queens topographical bureau, gave 
a detailed statement of what has 
been accomplished in the way of city 
planning in that borough during the 
current year. 

The results that have been at- 
tained—in widening streéts, plat- 
ting parks and parkways, establish- 
ing “‘setback” rules and other laws 
and ordinances regulatory of future 
building on certain streets, zoning, 
etc.—are remarkable, and they re- 
flect great credit’ not only ‘upon 
those in charge of and responsible 
for the work, but upon the idea and 
principle of city planning. 

All that the Borough of Queens 

now weeds, said the planning bureau 
chief— 
‘‘is the co-operation of the local owners in 
bearing what they can o” the burden of 
carrying out the adopted plan, the warn- 
ing cry of representative and far-seeing 
citizens who will come forward with their 
help when the plan is opposed, and the 
allocation by the city authorities of suf- 
ficient funds to justly aid in the important 
work of providing wide thoroughfares.’’ 

In this New York community the 
Situation with reference to applying 
the city planning idea is similar to 
that existing in Atlanta. 

Here we have had.a year of ex- 
perience in city planning and the 
results thus far are highly gratify- 
ing. 

The work already done, while it 
has been largely of a preliminary 
nature and confined to the making 
of surveys, reports and recom- 
mendations, has abundantly justified 
the experiment and the cost it has 
entailed. : 

Atlanta has made only a begin- 
ning; and what has been done shows 
what can be. accomplished in the 
way of developing the city in ac- 
cordance with a definite plan of 
procedure, fixed in advance and pre- 
pared by experts who have made 
city planning a specialty and their 
life work. | :

There 
are some things which in the. very 
nature of che case beiong to certain 
cities other than Atlanta, and it is 
to be the policy of Atlanta citizens 
to lay aside all narrow selfishness 
in such instances and work for the 
upbuilding of other cities. 

The location in Macon of one of 
the branches of the federal farm loan 
board is a case in point. The head- 
quarters now located in Columbia, 
S. C., has to serve the entire state 
of Georgia. Senator Harris and oth- 
ers have insisted that Georgia is big 
enough to be entitled te a branch of 
its own, and since Mucon is in the 
geographical center of the state, that 
is the logical place for the location 
of such a branch which has to do 
with the making of loans on Georgia 
farm lands, 

There are several new projects be- 
fore congress for setting up new agen- 
ties for the work of assisting the 
farmer. If this legislation is passed, 
it may be that the headquarters of 
one of them will be located here, in 
addition to the farm loan branch or 
in lieu of it, as may seem best. 

The farmer is certainly in need of 
such aid, and there can be no ques- 
tion but what Macon is the logical 
place for a central agency. 

There is no reason why Atlanta’s 
action in indorsing Macon for such 
angency should not mark a new era 
of good feeling among all the cities 
of Géorgia. Atlanta's own greatness 
is ungroudingly conceded. She can 
well afford to be generous, and the 
same broad views should prevail, 
among all the other cities, for there 
can. no doubt that whatever con- 
tirbutes to the growth of Georgia will 
<— the development of the individual 
cities.

FRANCE MAKES 
CONCESSIONS. 

The “French government of that 
period, desirous of peace, granted com- 
pensations to Germany, after long and 
difficult negotiations, but granted 
them not in Morocco, but in the Con- 
so region. The Agadir coup, that new 
threat whereby William wished to put 
the solidity of the entente. cordiale to 
the test, had been no more successful 
than. its predecessors. From the very 
first day, England let it be clearly 
known that, in the whole Morocco 
matter, she would be on the side of 
l’rance. 

The “fist on the table” policy had 
failed. But William tried once more, 
in the early part of 1912, to break 
up the entente between the powers by 
means of official negotiations with 
England and, later, with France, 

First came the Haldane mission to 
Berlin in February, requested in Jan- 
uary by the emperor himself, which 
was wrecked by the impossible de- 
mand of Germany that England guar- 
antee to remain neutral in case of 
war. And, in March, came attempts 
at Paris and Berlin toward bringing 
about a. rapproachement between 
France and Germany, as a result of 
the granting of broader autonomy to 
Alsace-Lorraine. 

KAISER BLAMES 
ENGLAND. 

lt is extremely probable that Wil- 
liam sought to start a war by his 
Agadir eoup. But, confronted with 
the energetic ac tion of England, the 

“valiant poltroon,” tc borrow the 
deseription of him made by Maxi- 
iwmilian Harden, backed down again— 
his navy was not yet ready. So he 
had to content himself with the agree- 
ment of November 5. Seeking always 
‘'o make a boast of his peaceful in- 
tentions, he congratulated himself, in 
the presence of a Frenchman, on hav- 
ing overcome the crisis, adding: “The 
English, however, did everything in 
their power to bring about a good 
war.’ 

‘The agreement, nevertheless, was 
far from enough for the Pan-Ger- 
man appetites of the German people. 
Had not the German chaneellor prom- 
ised the leaders of the ““Pan-German 
union” that there would be a parti- 
tion of northern Africa whereby Ger- 
many would obtain a large part of 
Morocco! . Hence, when the text of 
the agreement became known. it 
aroused bitter criticisms in the Ger- 
man press. The agreement wns every- 
where dubbed “the Morocco slap.” 
PEACE BY “THE 
GOOD GERMAN SW ORD.” 

“The government,” wrote Bern- 
hardi, “has sacrificed too much to 
its desire to maintain peace.” Even 
in the reichstag members declared, 
amid applause from the crown prince,

MORE BELLICOSE 
BOOKS. 

Then came Colonel Frobenius’ “Ger- 
inany’s Fateful Hour,” which, bearing 
the recommendation of men occupying 
reached its four- 


its appearance. In this work the au- 
thor demonstrated the necessity of at- 
tacking and, consequently, of being 
prepared. 

Then there were also the -¢rown 
prince himself, with his “Germany in 
Arms,” published in 1913. “This pres- 
ent day,” he wrote, “when people are 
chattering about cosmopolitanism and 
dreaming enthusiastic dreams of eter- 
nal peace, is not at ali to the liking 
of the German. He needs war.’ 

These theories found cordial ap- 
proval from the German public, espe- 
cially from the members of the innum- 
erable leagues which had developed 
and multiplied in Germany. The old 

“Pan-German union” had been con- 
tinuing its mission of knitting to- 
gether the Germans scattered over the 
world, greatly aided by that mon- 
struous law of July 22, 1913, which 
permitted Germans naturalized in an- 
other country to preserve, notwith- 
standing, their German nationality. 
When mobilization came it behooved 
these foreigners to take their places 
as fighters for Germagy. 
EFFORTS TO DESTROY 

BRITISH NAVAL vrUvriR. 

The “Naval league,” which main- 
tained close relations with the press 
bureau of the admirality, sought to 
demonstrate more earnestly than ever 
the necessity of destroying the mili- 
tary power of England. And, beside 
these old associations, others had 
sprung up, composed of military vet- 
erans, which masqueraded as benevol- 
ent associations, such as the “Union 
of German Fighters,” which had, in 
1912, 2,700,000 members. al! of which 
were under the thumb of the “Pan- 
German union.” Finally, on Decem- 
ber 25, 1911, the “Defense union” 
(Wehrverein) was founded at Berlin, 
under the presidency of General 
Keim, which, according to its statutes, 
had for its object “to make the armed 
forces of Germany internally and 
numerically strong enough to be un- 
questionably capable of assuring the 
protection of the empire and its pow- 
er in the world.” From the very be- 
ginning of its existence, in 1913. it 
hed a membership of over 300,000. 


This fever <f warlike propaganda. 
manifested in the most variegated 
ways, bore fruit. A sort of collective 
madness, of persecution mania, seized 
upon the German people. On all sides 
there arose a alemand for the “states- 
man who, paying no heed to the 
clamor of parties and press, should 
be capable of satisfying the desire of 
the nation to play a part in the 
world.” 

“We need a man of energy,” ex- 
claimed Einhart, in his “German 
History.” “What we neve is a phy- 
sician.”

This manifestation of public opin- 
ion, which was accompanied by scan- 
dalous court trials, was the tardy 
climax of the Pan-German movement, 
tirelessly engineered for almost a cen- 
tury. The passionate aspirations of 
the German historians had now be- 
come mere. useless literature; the 
violent theories of men like Lasson 
and Trietschke now seemed actually 
moderate ! 

In 1912 it was a case of a demand, 
from all Germans, for a war that 
had become necessary—not a defen- 
sive war, but a war of conquest, a 
war of extermination. “Deutschland 
uber alles” must be made info a 
_-reality. The German people had told 
itself so loudly of its merits, it was 
so firmly convinced that might made 
right and that the struggle for, “con- 
quering its place in the sun” had been 
imposed upon it by fate, that it was 
now thirsting for a war which, it had 
been assured. would result in easy 
victory because of the anarchy and 
decay Treizning in other nations. It 
included France, Engiand and Russia 
in one and the same contemptuous ha- 
tred, detested Japan, felt jealousy for 
the United States, and resolved that 
the little nations of the world must 
he obliged to conform to the needs of 
German hegemony over the universe. 

Such were the ideas to be found 
over the signature of German literary 
men and historians, officers and dip- 
lomats, even of princes of the imperial

'The Pan-German  bellicose 
clamored still more loudly for increase 
of armaments and direct preparations 
for war. 

In 1911 the five-year military pe- 
riod was renewed; on April 22, 1912, 
still another project providing for 
“more prompt preparation for war” 
was brought forward, calling particu- 
larly for an increase in the total num- 
ber of officers and non-commissioned 
officers. When put into effect, this 
would give a total effective force of 
700,000 men, and create a heavy ar- 
tillery of 635 batteries. each of six 
guns. The bill was passed on May 
10 and was almost entirely in effect 
by the ensuing October. 

The navy, also, 
parallel lines. Tirpitz, who had seen 
chancellors .and ministers of state 
come and go since 1898, pressed ac- 
tively forward with naval construc- 
tion, for which he nad obtained con- 
stantly augmenting appropriations— 
285,000,000 marks in 1905, 310,000.,- 
OOO in 1906, 350,000,000 in 1907, and 
428,000,000 in 1908. In 1912. four 
days after the passage of the military 
law, the reichstag adopted a naval 
program increasing the total number 
of men in the navy from 63,500 to 
80,000. Also, a. third squadron was 
created, with reserve ships, and, in 
addition, three ‘battleships and two 
eruisers were ordered built. Accord- 
ing to this program, there were to be 
in 1920, 61 big armored ships in the 
ana navy.

“To promote the general wel- 
fare of all professional players. 

“To secure for the American 
public clean and high = class 
sports. ; 

“To prevent clouds of suspi- 
cien against baseball such as 
have arisen in recent years from 
arising in the future. 

“If the magnates could really read 
the signs of the times,” declared Mr. 
Cannon, “they would join with the 
players in paving the way to a clean, 
honest, sportsmanlike organization 
in seeing that a fair deal was given 
to the players and that the spirit of 
real sportmanship was __ fostered 
among them so as to furnsh the 
game with clean baseball.” 

The magnates. will find out to their 
surprise, after the organization is 
completed, that there will not be one 
unfair demand or request made of 
them by the ball players, accordin 
to Mr. Cannon. The officers, he said, 
will be elected within the next few 
weeks and a meeting of the executive 
board will be held shortly.

Hemphill Ave. Grading and 
Piedmont Ave. Paving 
Bids Considered. 


Contracts for grading Hemphill ave- 
nue from Peachtree creek to Moore's 
Mill road and for resurfacing Pied- . 
mont avenue from Hunter street to. 
Ponce de Leon avenue, will be award- 
ed by the board of county commis 
sioners at a called meeting Wednes- 
day afternoon, according to announce- 
ment Tuesday, following a meeting of 
the public works committee at which 
bids for the two improvements were 
opened. 

The two-mile stretch between ‘the 
waterworks pumping station and 
Peachtree creek will be opened by the 
county’s own forces during the win- 
ter, and the grading of only two 
miles, between the creek and Moore's 
Mill road, will be let to a contractor. 

_The two stretches graded will pro- 
vide a new route from the city to 
Roswell, relieving Peachtree road of 
considerable traffic and bringing Ros- 
well two miles nearer Atlanta.

‘Senator Jones, republican, Washing- 
ton, who is in charge of the shipping 
bill, recalled his.recent declaration in 
the senate that had abrogation of the 
treaties been brought about as direct- 
ed by the merchant marine act of 
1920, the shipping legislation now be- 
fore’ the senate probably would not 
have been necessary. 

“Both Presidents Wilson and Hard- 
ing after consultation with the state 
department held, however, that the 
treaties cannot properly be abro- 

ted.” he added. “In view of that 
fan not believe this is the time 
or the pending shipping bill is the 
medium to bring about such abroga- 


n. 

Considerable democratic support, 
however, is expected to be given the 
McKellar amendments—one of which 
would bring about the abrogation in 
entirety of commercial treaties with 
twenty-one countries through the un- 
usual course of direct notification by 
congress to the governments concerned, 
The other amendment would obtain 
abrogation in the same manner of the 
convention concluded between the 
United States and Great Britain in 
1815 as the result of the war of 1812. 

Democratic supporters of the move 
today pointed to the statement by 
Senator Underwood, of Alabama, dem- 
ocratic leader. during debate on the 
shipping bill that congress should “in 
no uncertain manner” indicate its de- 
sire that the restrictions allowed un- 
der the treaties be removed as indi- 
cative of the temper of minority sena- 
tors with respect to the question. 

Although the shipping bill will con- 
tinue as the unfinished business before 
the senate those in charge of it today 
saw little prospect of action for some 
time. It will be sidetracked tomor- 
row and probably for several days 
thereafter for the naval appropriation 
bill with its international economic 
and armament conference amendment. 
By the time this measure is disposed 
of the agricultural appropriation bill 
would be ready for the senate and 
by the time it is passed leaders hoped 
te have rural credits legislation ready 
for consideration. 

Senator Jones reiterated today that 
he readily would consent to laying 
aside of the ship bill for any rural 
credits measure having back of it con- 
siderable unanimity of support. 

Some senators most active in the 
fight in behalf of the shipping bill 
indicated they expected the prospects 
of a favorable vote upon the measure 
to be enhanced by prior disposition of 
rural credits legislation. Several sen- 
ators, they said, had expressed them- 
selves as disposed to regard the ship- 
ping legislation more favorably if the 
needs of the farmer, which they regard 
ag more pressing, are taken care of 
first.

Danger of Tie-Up After Big 
._ Hearing January 15 De- 
clared Nonexistant. 


BY RODNEY DUTCHER. 


Chicago, December 26.—In entering 
the year 1923 the nation need not fear 
the likelihood of another general rail- 
road, strike. 

inor labor troubles may occur on 
individual roads. and the year will 
not be one of absolute peace in the 
railroad ‘industry, but barring some 
entirely unforeseen contingency, there 
will be no strike uppruaching the 
propositions of the shopmen’s strike 
last sumer. 

This opinion is practically unani- 
mous among railroad union officials, 
railroad executives and among metln- 
bers of the United States railroad ta- 
bor board. Although beyond predict- 
ing an era of peace, none of these 
officials want to speak for publica- 
tion. A canvassing of all three 
groups reveal well-founded reasons 
for such an assumption. 

William G. Lee, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
recently told the labor board that the 
possibility of a strike was never more 
remote than with the close of 1922. 

The biggest factor in the hopeful 
outlook for the long-suffering public 
is the fact that the “Big Four” ‘broth- 
erhoods, although split into two fac- 
tions owing to ill-feeling between rival 
leaders, have made satisfactory agree- 
ments with nearly every large rail- 
road in the country covering wage 
schedules and working rules for the 
next year. ‘ 

Fear that the railroad labor board’s 
hearing of disputes between 120 rail- 
roads and the brotherhoods opening 
here January 15 would be likely again 
to precipitate the danger of a big 
strike, appears to have been a false 
alarm. » The possibility of such a 
strike, it is agreed by all parties, is 
practically non-existent,- as most of 
the roads involyed in these cases have 
alreadv settled their difference with 
the employees, and if there is any 
strike at all it will not affect more 
than a few, and not very large roads. 

Seven of the sixteen standard rail- 
road unions are still on a technical 
strike on the majority of the coun- 
try’s railroad mileage. These are the 
shoperafts unions and the oilers’ 
union, Railroads claim that this 
strike is settled satisfactorily through 
out the country, and it is, at any rate. 
certain that the shopment cannot call 
another strike. 

The Maintenance of Way Em- 
ployvees’ union, with a membership of 
400,000, recently received a wage in- 
crease of 2 cents an hour, and, al- 
though this was not entirely satisfac- 
tory, union officials admit that there 
is no. likelihood of a maintenance 
men’s strike. 

The railroad clerks, with nearly as 

many members as the maintenance 
men, refused to go out with the shop- 
men and would not strike at @ later 
date, Now most of their system fed- 
erations are understood to have signed 
agreements with the carriers which 
will remain in effect for a year. or 
more. 
None ef the three other sixteen 
standard railroad unions is in a posi- 
tion to strike except in conjunction 
with a walk-out or one or more of 
the more powerful organizations, al} 
of which. it is agreed, will make no 
rush move.

Attitude of Consumer To- 
ward Rising Commodity 
Prices to Figure. 


BY CLAYTON WHITEHILL. 

Washington, December 26.—The 
business outleok for 1923 is “pros- 
perity with reservations.” 

These reservations, in the opinion 
of leading economists, government and 
otherwise, are: 

1. What happens in Europe dur- 
ing the next few months. 

2, What the attitude of, the Amer- 


ican cénsumer is going to be toward 
rising commodity prices. 

Se far, what |.as already happened 
in Europe bas not interfered with 
American foreign trade activities as 
much as might be expected in view 
of the pronounced depression abroad. 
Kxports to European markets, it 1s 
pointed out, have been fairly well 
maintained. In certain quarters, it is 
pointed out that a considerable vol- 
ume of foreign investment has doubt- 
less been a facto supporting this 
commerce. 

The slump in export trade which 
occurred in the first balf of 1921 was 
arrested in the early summer of that 
year and since then, only during the 
period from November, 1921, to Feb- 
ruary, 1922, did American exports 
fali below $380,000,000 a month, Cot- 
ton and grain have been the ehief items 
of export, but manufactured articles 
have had a considerable sale abroad 
during the last few months. 

Whether this development is to con- 
tinue is held definitely to depend on 
what happens to Europe in the in- 
mediate future, 

The second reservation—the atti- 
tude of the consumer toward advanc- 
ing commodity prices—is held in a 
large degree responsible for the im- 
mediate future of domestic prosperity. 

Evidences of prosperity may be 
found in the facts that the aggre- 
gate reserves of the federal reserve 
banks are practically double the min- 
imum legal requirements; that in- 
terest rates are moderate, and that 
the commercial banking institutions 
generally are in a position to finance

Blame Automobile 
For Most of Violent 
Deaths in Chicago 


Chicago, December 26.—The auto-- 


mobile caused a higher number of 
sudden and violent deaths in Chicago 
and Cook county during the past year 
than any other agency, according to 
a report of the coroner's office made 
publie today. 

Six hundred and forty-one persons 
were killed during the fiseal year end- 
ing October 31, the figures showed. 
Disease cases acted on by the coroner 
came a bad second with a toll of 495, 
during the same period, while suicide 
stood third with 468 deaths, 

Three hundred and sixty-eight 
deaths resulted from homicide, accord- 
ing to the report.
